GENEVA, Sept. 19.—(By Ca- 
nadian Press) — After three 
weeks of tense lahor, success | 
looms hopefully over Geneva to-} 
night as crowning the efforts of 
representatives of the natioi: 
who are striving to put an end to! 
all war through arbitration, se- 
curity and reduction in arma- 
ments. 

The protocol on arbitration and | 
security has virtually been agreed | 
upon, and so confident do leading | 
statesmen feel that it will be ratified | 
that the so called “big twelve” of 
the present assembly of the Learue 
of Nations decided today to recom- 
mend the convocation of great inter- 
national! conference on reduction of | 
armaments in Geneva on June 1° 
1926. 

The text. of the protocol will be | 
whipped into shape and will prob- | 
ably be presented to the assembly 
next Wednesday. allowing for two 
days’ discussion before the full dis- | 
armament commission. Present plans | 
are that 15 stutes must ratify the 
protocol before the arms conference | 
can actually be held. 

Arthur Henderson, British Home 
Secretary said tonight ‘we have had | 
difficult corners to get around, but} 
I want to say this—that the feeling | 
of friendship between Great Britain | 
and Frence never was stronger than 
it is tonight.” | 

Should Outlaw War

The observers very evidently went through 
the Dominion with eyesyand ears open, an i with a 
serious desire to tell readers what they may ex 
pect to find here should they come. Their reports 
are free of gush and guessing and are tempered 
istatements of facts, publicity of the kind tha:

mgainst aggression. The only reason private citi 
vens do not carry revolvers is that they depend 
upon the law to defend them against assault and 
rebbery. Where confidence ia the protection of 
“the law grows weak gun-toting becomes a com 
Mon practice. 

Nations, if they are to forego the right to 
defend themselves, will require to know by whom, 
to whst caeni, and by what means, they are to be 
defended when an assault is threatened. If com 
pulsory arbitration is to be made a fact it will 
have to be based upon a defensive alliance of th: 
parties to the contract, an alliance de finitely bind 
Ing cach member to contribute help of a specified 
kind and in specified amount when the law has 
to be made effective. A backing of foree, certain

BERLIN, Sept. --—American auto- 
mobile interests have taken keen ac- 
count of a fight which developed 
here receptly between the German 
Association of Automobile Dealers)

If you 
hear what sounds like loose bearings, 
it is a good idea to leave that car 
alone and let someone clse have the 
grief. 

If the slow speed and compression | 
tests ure satisfactory, test the engine 
for acceleration, To do this leave the 
car in high gear and throttle down 
to six or seven miles an hour then 
suddenly open up the throttle and 
speed up the engine. It should ac- 
celerate instantly without’ the slight- 
est hesitation and reach a speod of 
twenty or more miles an hour with- 
in a few seconds, There should be no 
noise from the engine oxcept a gentle 
purr, If it kiovks or clanks badly 
during this test, it shows there ary 
loose bearings or pistons.

=i0on known to sclence 
against heat or cold and ever SLs 
Dewar invented the first vacuum 
bottles for the storage of liquid «ir, 
other inventors have tried to con- 
struct glass bottles and metal bot. 
tles of large size, but without suce 
cess, 

The two-quart size is stil] the 
largest vacuum bottle manufactured, 
because the thin glass construction 
necessary for the heat expansion 
and contraction has made larger 
sizes too fragile for commercial use. 
Double-walled all-metal bottles have 
also been impossible because once 
they were evacuated it was found 
that there was enough gas given 
off from the vacuum-wall surfaces 
to fill partially the vacuum space, 
which produced «a low vacuum and 
resulting poor insulation against 
heat or cold. Only platinum and one 
or two other of the very. rare and 
expensive metals have been found 
without occluded gases on their 
surfaves, and their great cost pro- 
hibits their commercial use; bet 
glass has been found to have almost 
no surface gas. 

Now a new invention combines 
the glass surface and the imetal 
walls, making possible huge sized 
vacuum bottles and wide opening 
containers as shown in the illustra. 
tions. Thin open-hearth sheet stee] 
is made into the desired shapes, 
there belng two walls to each con- 
tainer, the inside just a little small- 
er than the outside; these parts are 
then separately cleansed (pickled), 
coated with liquid glass, and baked 
at a very high temperature until 
the glass is perfectly fused to the 
metal surfaces. When once the 
space between two flasks of such 
construction is evacuated, it stuys 
evacuated; the glass surface gives 
off no gas and the metal founda- 
tion provides the necessary struc- 
tural strength. 

With this new construction & and 
10-gallon vacuum containers can be 
made to deliver ice cream by cxpress 
or interurbans to distant places 
without ice and at a very great sav- 
ing, as the shipping weight is icss 
than half the iced method. Oysters, 
milk and cream can also be de- 
Iivered to distant places in the same 
way, and numerous other uses found 
for the big vacuum  bottle.—Sci 
tifie American.

OULTRYMEN who have stock for sale talk 
P glibly of the amazing ege-producing powers 

of their hens. Some will coin a snappy 
little slogan which is sure to include the words: 
“An Egg a Day,” or “1,000 Eggs in Every Hen.” 
Others will produce little red notebooks contain- 
ing written “prvof” of what their birds have done 
in the past, and may be expected to do in the 
future. 

But 

When one digs deep into impersonal official 
records issued by the Dominion government, the 
fact stands out that there are only three hens 
in this broad dominion that have a “record of 
performance” crediting with over three 
hundred eggs per annum. These three hens 
scratch for their living im British Columbia. 

A White Wyandotte, Burdock's Beauty, owned 
and bred by Reade and King, of Cowichan Sta- 
tion, Vancouver Island, laid 307 eggs under offi- 
cial observation. 

Another White Wyandotte, 
Bridge, Vancouver, laid 306 eggs. 

A White Leghorn, Varsity Queen, owned and 
bred by the University of British Columbia, laid 
305 eggs in 52 weeks, her product averaging 26 
ounces to the dozen. Another hen of the same 
breed failed to reach the 300 class by only one

Agassiz Experimental Farm, laid 297 eggs, a 
record for her breed in Canada. With the other 
nine birds in her pen, she made a world’s record 
of 2,383 eggs in a year. 

The third British Columbia contest, which 
ended in November, raised the egg-laying aver- 
age for B.C. hens to the point where this prov- 
ince now has more registered “record of perform- 
birds than all the other eight provinces 
ber. Qualifications for registration in- 
clude the laying of 200 or more 2-ounce eggs a 
year. The average barnyard biddy is con- 
sidered to be doing very well, thank you, if she 
produces 100 eggs in twelve months.

It is not only over spectacular performances 
that British Columbia birds are entitled to 
cackie. Statistics show that egg production in- 
creased 33.9 per cent. in the last official year, 
6,069,217 dozen being gethered, as against 
4,484,167 dozen the previous year. In money 
value, this 2,002,841, compared to 
$1,838,508. 

Dressed poultry rose from 5,570,624 pounds to 
7,189,276 pounds, or from $1,782,599 in value to 
$2,012,997.

Fifty Carloads of Eggs 


ROBABLY the most striking proof of the 

advance of the poultry industry is shown by 
decreasing imports. So far this year only 4,700 
cases (360 eggs to the case) have been brought 
in from the United States, and imports from 
eastern provinces are comparatively small. 

In 1922 imports decreased at the rate of one 
thousand dozen eggs a day. 

Eggs from China still dribble in, but in 
negligible quantities. As these are salted, 
Chinamen only are the consumers. 

Fifty carloads of eggs will have been shipped 
east by the end of the year, and as great care is 
taken in grading and packing, the B.C. produce 
is gaining favorable attention from wholesalers 
in Montreal and Toronto, ™ 

The growth of this branch of the industry is 
due to the aggressiveness of the B.C. Poultry- 
men's Exchange, which claims to be the biggest 
egg-selling agency in the British Empire. 

This exchange can find the markets, but it 
is not able to fix prices. Last ,ear the average 
price for eggs was 32% cents a dozen, this being 
about the same as in 1997, in spite of the great 
decrease fa the purchasing power of the dollar. 

In 1928 wne average price will probably be 
about forty cents a dozen. 

A large number of poultry farmers are try- 
ing to stimulate egg-laying by .he “late lunch” 
method. This system is based on the theory 
that if the hen can be fooled into believing it 
is daylight when it is ot'll dark, she will exer- 
cise more, cat more, and lay more. 

By the use of artificial light—electricity 
where this is avaiable, stable lanterns in the 
more isolated places—roosting piaces and feeding 
pens are lighted uv -wo hours before sun-up and 
two or three hours after sun-down, giving Biddy 
a longer and a busier day. Many poultrymen 
insist this system pays well, but some experts 
prefer to suspend judgment for a few more 
years. 

There are thirty-eight branches of the Pro- 
vincial Poultry Association scattered throughout 
British Columbia. One of these, at Nanaimo, 
has been in existence for over thirty years, most 
of the members being coal miners. 

There are also twenty-two boys’ and girls’ 
poultry clubs, the city organizations being by 
far the more flourishing, probably because the 
countsy youngsters have their interests divided 
among too many live stock. 

A large number of the poultrymen are mak- 
ing a good living, but there are still too niany 
who go broke every year The high cost of 


feed is responsible for many failures. Some 
times disease will clean out a fleck, In some 
places rats are a very serious pest. Hawks, 


crows, and owls have driven aore than one man 
to the wall. , ut, when all is said and done, the 
moat frequent cause of failure is inexperience!

AY every city man has an idea that 
he could run a chicken farm successfully. 
If he has good luck with a dozen hens in his 


backyard for a year or so, the idea becomes a 


conviction, and one more little bush farm blos- 
s6oms forth as a poultry ranch. 

Quite often the novice insists on importing 
high-priced birds from England or New Zealand, 
and quite often the birds arrive before the 
poultry houses are built. The imported stock is 
shoved somewhere in temporary quarters, and 
by the time the pens and runs are ready, the 
hens are dead! 


Most inexperienced men start in without 
enough capital. To ensure even a fighting 
chance of success, $500 cash should be in hand 
after the first heavy outlays. 


For the past twelve or tifteen years, there 
have been so many men starting in that old- 
established poultrymen have done a very profit- 
able business selling day-old chicks. It» pays a 
beginner to buy baby chicks, rather than try 
his ‘prentice hand on incubators and brooders. 

Tens of thousands of day-old chickens are 
sold by B. C. poultry ranchers every year, ship- 
ments being made as far «ast as Winnipeg. For 
the first two days out of the shei, the little 
fellows require no nourishment, and the rate 
of mortality in shipment does not average more 
than two per cent. 

From the time it pecks its way out of the 
shell until it laye its first little ee, a chicken 
costs the owner from $1 to $1.25 for upkeep. 
Thereafter the expense varies slightly, according 
to breed. 

Careful records kept at the University of 
British Columbia show that White Leghorns are 
the most profitable birds. Four pens, of 100 
pullets each, of the fcur popular commercial} 
breeds—Single Comb White Leghorns, White 
Wyandottes, Barred Rocks, and 8. C. Rhode 
Island Reds—were fed under similar conditions 
for 42 weeks.

One man in Burquitlam, who has a flock 
of 2000 White Leghorns, professes to make a 
net profit of $30 a day during the height of 
the laying season.

Society Has Become “Youth Mad” 


In Sensationa] New Book, ‘The 
Social Ladder," Secrets of 
Securing Entrance to 


Gotham’s 400 Are  Dis- 
closed—Soup at $10 « Plate 
Monkeys and Pigs As 
Pets. 


HERE are three ways to enter New York 
society, according to Mrs. John King Van 
Rensselaer, who has published “The 

Social Ladder: The History of Soclety in Amer 
ica, a volume of satire on the modern four hun 
dred of Gotham. 

The first way Is to buy oneself in, an old and 
time-honored method. The’ second is to dance 
oneself in, a development of the jazz age. The 
third and most up-to-date method ts to drink 
oneself in, for prohibition laws mean nothing 
to the smartest New York society. 

“Youth and its daring—the ostentation, the 
‘showing off’, the ‘pep'—its vivaciousness and 
callowness are the guiding motives of feshter 
able New York to-day,” says Mrs. Van Rensse- 
laer in her beok of frank criticism which has 
flustered the New York society. She is the 
wife of the head of one of the most famous of 
New York families, a family which has been 
among the Inner circle of society ever since the 
Dutch settlement. 

Her book contains a scathing comparison of 
the old society of New York, the days when the 
people from the Netherlands, then one of the 
most cultured countries of Europe, dominated 
the social life of the city, with the present age, 
the “era of jazz and gin,” which has risen stead- 
ily since the days of the Civil War. 

“Aristocracy, dignity, even respectability, are 


forgotten, One must be young to keep the pace 
New York sets, Or one, at least, must pretend 
to be young. 


“The lilling harmony of the cotillon or. 
chestra has been drowned out by the blare and 
moan of the jazz band. The elaborate ball gowns 
of an earlier day have been supplanted by the 
minimum of costume—an almost trreducible 
minimum—worn by the girls of what soclety 
pages still call ‘the younger set.’ The decorum 
and the ceremonies observed in the entertain- 
ments of former years have been washed away 
by the confusion and tumult of cabaret proce- 
dure. And through this welter of jazz music, 
intimate dancing, bizarre entertainments, amaz- 
ing escapades, youth strides triumphant, wreath- 
ed in clgaret smoke, redolent of bootleg Mquor. 


Fashion is Youth Mad 
F a family of the current profiteer-Invasion 
has youthful sons, if these wear their 
clothes well, if they are not averse to the laxities 
and indulgencies of the typical cabaret frequent- 
er, if, above all, they can dance well, this family 
has no difficulty in establishing itself socially, 
almost at once. Society—the jazz set, the circus 
set, and the other glittering flamboyant groups 
into which the old social organizations have 
aeteriorated—extends welcoming arms to such 
folk. 

“If a family has daughters who attend this 
or the other of a half-dozen fashionable finishing 
schools endorsed by society, if these daughters 
are good to look at, if they can smoke aptly and 
drink upon occasion, if they are schooled to the 
astonishing intimacies of the present-day dances 
and the amazing candor of current society con- 
versation, the social success of that family like- 
wise is assured, 

“The fashionable elements of the city have 
gone youthmad. At any entertainment, if it is 
to be a modern success, youth, particularly mas- 
culine youth, must be served. There are agen- 
cies for the distressed hostess in New York where 
young men of guaranteed smoothness, both in 


object. But what they tell about their cars!

Doherty’s Constituent 
Strays Far From Home 


g ont were to remark to the Rt. Hon. C. J. 


Doherty, minister of justice during the late 

Conservative regime, that the world was 
small he would probably ignore the “bromide” in 
order to relato the incident at Geneva when he 
met one of his constituents from Ukrainia. 

Of course it must be remembered that to a 
Quebec member of the dominion cabinet the 
term “constituent” has a much wider application 
than fs usually given to it by an Ontario mem- 
ber in that it is not confined to a resident or 
voter from the elec- 
tora] district which 
he actually repre- 
sents in parliament. 
As one of three min- 
isters for Quebec. 
both by inclination 
and necessity, Mr. 
Doherty regarded 
any resident of la 
belle province as a 
constituent. 

In the early 
stages of the initial 
assembly of the 
League of Nations 
at Geneva in 1920, 
Mr. Doherty, who 
with Sir George Hon. C. J. Doherty 
Foster and Hon. N. W. Rowell formed Canada’s 
quota, received a visit from a Ukrainian priest. 
The clergyman explained that he was represent- 
ing his people in a province the boundary of 
which had not been conclusively agreed upon 
and which the Poles were occupying, imprisoning 
priests, doctors and teachers with a view to for- 
cing their nationality upon the inhabitants. His 
mission was to plead for the sympathetic con- 
sideration of the Canadian delegates, and he be 
gan his story in halling English, which speedily 
became involved. He thereupon asked Mr. 
Doherty if he might speak French, and the 
Mimister of Justice being absolutely bi-lingual, 
the ‘eterview proceeded much more satisfactorily 

But as it proveeded, a puzzled look stole over 
Mr. Doherty's face. At length he remarked, “It 
is most curious, but, if I closed my eyes, your 
accent would lead me to believe I was talking 
to a French-Canadian from home.” “Nothing 
strange about that,” replied the little priest 
his face lighting up with a smile, “for I was 
horn and educated at Rimouski!” 

Certainly, as he went on to explain, he had 
reason to be proud of his Canadian citizenship. 
After completing his education in the seminary 
at Rimouski, he had studied in Rome and been 
assigned to a mission in Ukrainia. When the 
persecution commenced, he was with his fellow- 
workers throwr into jail, but he defied his cap- 
tors to hold a British subject. After thinking 
it over for a few days, they gave him back his 
papers and released bim. Thereafter, he said, 
when danger threatened, he simply stated, “I am 
a Canadian. Hands off!” And “hands off” it 
was, for he remained unmolested and was able to 
carry his plea to*the Council of the League.

ROSEBERY ATTRACTED 


Earl of Birkenhead Sums Up the Earl of 
Rosebery—“That Untrans- 
latable Somebody” 


KE Earl of Birkenhead has af appreciation 

T or depreciation of the Harl of Rosebery in 

the Sunday Times. He speaks of him a+ 
“That untranslatable Quelqu’un” (somebody). 

“Lord Rosebery,” he says, “apparently began 
to attract with his first breath; he will remain 
attractive until he draws his last. He compelled 
attention in his busy noon; he cannot escape it 
even in his quiet 
evening. He always 
‘was, is, and will be, 
that untranslatable 
quelqu'un. And yet 
in some curious way 
he is, and always 
has been, an incom- 
plete man. 

“At Eton he 
achieved little dis- 
tinetion, but evoked 
a good deal of com- 
ment. At Oxford, 
where he was one of 
the last of the 
‘noblemen’ recog: 
nized at Chrigt- 
church, he kept 


Lerd Rosebery 
little company with tho Intellectuals, and is sai¢ 


to have preferred his racing stud to his degree. 
Dut if he was impatient of the university curri- 


culum, it was at the university that he begen 
to read eagerly and widely, and to bring into 
high cultivation the resources of what has been 
described as a ‘very elegant mind.’ 

“Lord Rosebery married the only child of 
Baron Meyer Rothschild, whose immense for- 
tune and large estates she had already inherited. 

“The merriage, thovgh not unexpected, proe- 
voked eager discussion (especially among people 
whom it did not in the least concern), and it 
was, perhaps, not viewed on either side with 
entire satisfaction. It was the fourth case of a 
Rothschild marrying out of her community; and 
the Jewish Chronicle was moved to an article 
which opened with ‘Alas! what degeneracy do 
we behold!’ Nor were the riches and the noble 
qualities of the bride altogether sufficient to 
overcome the early prejudices of the bride 
groom's family. The old Duke of Cleveland was 
congratulated on the brilliant match his stepson 
was making. ‘Thank you,’ was the cautious 
reply of the venerable aristocrat; ‘I do not know 
the young lady personally; but I am told that 
the family is well-to-do in the city.’ And a cer- 
tain sense of incongruity was périaps not absent 
from the couple themselves. Lady Resebery 
must have resented thé fact that scarcely any 
of her family attended the Church of England 
service, and Lord Rosebery's family did not, 1 
believe, overcrowd the synagogue. But however 
the alliance was regarded from outside, it re 
sulted in a union of unalloyed and unceasing 
happiness; and when, twelve years later, Lady 
Rosebery succumbec to typhoid fever, her death 
dealt a blow from which her husband never 
wholly recovered, and left a blank which it 
never occurred to him to fill. 

“In literature he has, perhaps, found the 
chief solace of his leisure. His Georgian end 
early Victorian political memoirs are better 
known, but not better written, than his “Preface 
to the List of Persons Corcerned in the Rebellion 
of 1745"; his “Pitt” is not more admirable than 
the exquisite fragment which supplemented Mr. 
Winston Churchill's admirable life of his father. 
His “Essay on Peel” is just on the same high 
level of prose as his rery occasional excursions 
into journalism. He ‘can cause dead and van- 
ished things to live in the spoken word.’ 

“He has read, perhaps, as much as any man 
of his day, and, I believe, still points to Shake 
speare and Surtees as his favorite authors. Secial 
contrasts were often his refreshment; and he 
would with equal pleasure and on the seme dey 
discuss racing with his staunch friend Matthew 
Dawson; international polities with his equally 
goed friend Count Herbert Bismarck; and art 
and letters with Lady Holland in the great house 
where he was always the most cherished guest. 

- That he had grave shortcomings is 
piain; which of us has not? But the remarks 
may be recalled of @ great French lady, made to 
# friend in the Tribune at Chantilly: ‘Ah, ce 
Rosebery: voila le vrai type dé gentleman 
Angiais.’” (Ah, this Rosebery, there's the true 
type of the English gentleman.)

They’re Going Out to Test Popularity of M.P.’s

ITHIN the next few weeks a number of 
W staid, elderly gertiemen will pack thelr 
grips and disappear into various parts 
of the country districts on mysterious errands. 
Most of them will carry light cases containing 
etamples and catalogues, for they are going to 
call on every cross roads store, general store, 
garage, smithy, botel, hardware, drygoods, gro- 
cery and drug store in the extensive territory 
to be covered. Their objective is the obiaining 
of certain reliable information tor their rea] em- 
ployers, and their perfectly genuine samples, 
catalogues and price lists, provided by manu- 
facturers and wholesalers in ali good faith and 
with a total ignorance of their subsidiary uses, 
are so much disguise to enabie the elderly gen- 
tlemen te pursue their mysterious calling with- 
out fear of detection. 

There is an air of decided secretiveness 
about these elderly salesmen. When at home, 
they are to be found living at good class boarding 
houses, For months they do nothing, but in- 
activity does not appear to cause them any 
finencial embarrassment. bey never discuss 
théir business, and for the mest part their fel- 
low-boarders regard them es gentlemen of in- 
Cependent meant, or pomibiy the recipients of 
comfortable pensions. Then suddenly they ex- 
hibit a strange activity, and if their doings were 
carefully noted, it would be found that they were 
negotiating with menufactyrers for “side lines” 
to sell on commission. They experience little 
difficulty in securing the interest of several good 
boupes, for their testimonials are of the best, 
Having secured s sufficient oumber of lines to 
previde them with a pretext for calling on every 
conceivable business man in their territory, in- 
cluding doctors, dentists. and ministers, they set 
forth and are seev no more on the porch of their 
boarding houses for six or eight weeks. 

lt will be discovered, furtLer, by a close 
observer, that these elderly men become gal- 
vanised into activity whenever a crisis becomes 
acute in the affairs of whatever government 
happens to be in power in Ottawa. Having no 
political leanings of their own, they have devel: 
oped a peculiar sensitivenees concerning the 
political opinions of others.

Mature and Diplomatic They Range Through Rural Riding 
in Guise of Traveling Salesmen—Find Out How People 
Stand and Report to M.P.’s Who Employ Them — They 
Are Getting Ready to Test Opinion on Federal Politics 


stupor, converts them into singularly keen and 
observant individuals, and sends them out post 
haste to sell anything and everything to Tom, 
Dick and Harry up and down the countryside. 

For these superannuated” salesmen are po- 
litical scouts. They are one of the surest means 
whereby members of parliament for country 
constituencies are able to “keep their ears to the 
ground.” Rightly or wrongly, a great many 
gentlemen whose present address is Ottawa, and 
who do not wish to trouble the post office to 
redirect any of the mail for a long time to 
come, are apprehensive that & genera! election 
looms ahead. Naturally, like Rosa Darte, in 
“David Copperfield,” they “want to know, you 
know” how the cat fs likely to jump when the 
free and independent voters head for the polling 
beoth. There are numerous superficial meth- 
ods of arriving at a guess, but guessing is not 
good enough for the M. P. who knows his busi- 
ness. The local weekly newspaper gives a hint 
or two, but the editor is generaily a partisan 
one way or the other, and his conclusions are 
seldom unbiased. Stalwart supporters in the 
various ridings provide information, more or 
less—but generally less. Their leanings are 
known to al!, and many of their neighbors take 
4clight in misleading them. It is only here and 
there that the most experienced observer is able 
accurately to guage the constantly changing, 
political .ituation in his own home constituency, 
Least valuable of all is the personal tour of the 
sitting member or prospective candidate. The 
least optimistic will neturn from such a journey 
convinced that his chances of success are of the 
rosiest possible. Everybody, except open and 
avowed opponents, will assure him confidently 
that his triumphant return is “a sure thing.” 

Experienced parliamentarians know the gen- 
erally unreliable nature of all such sources of 
information, The only way they could get at the 
unbiased truth would be for them to travel over 
their constituencies is impenetrable disguise, 
with or witholt whiskers, and by diplomatic in- 
vestigation, get at the real situation. Obviously 
this method is impracticable, and so recourse is 
had to the trained services of the elderly sales- 
manecout, Several members of parliament of 
the seme political faith whose seats adjoin, or 
are conveniently close together. combine to em- 
ploy one of these gentlemen. Cases are known 
where scouts successfully serve two masters; 
one a Liberal and the other a Conservative. 
Being trained, accurate and unprejudiced ob- 
servers of political opinion, these men are able 
to give bonest, first-hand, and completely reliable 
information to both sides. 

Such @ scout, representing three, four or as 
many a6 six politicians, is in receipt of a com: 
fortable combiued ealary from these empioyers, 
and whether he sells goods or not on bis journey 
of investigation is a matter of small concern to 
him. He endeavors, however, te sell as much as 
he can, because his samples and catalogues are 
a disguise (hit must be kept as effective as 
possibie. The companies whom he ostensibly re. 
presents know nothing of bis political affilla 
tions, and are content to have him sel! their 
prodyets “on the side” in territory where they 
could not atherwise afford to be represented. 
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As a matter of fact, the scout-salesman is gen- 
erally a competent “commereial” and his earnings 
from commission represent no small sum at the 
end of the year. 

The work is one that calls for a man of 
mature experience, a mild and inoffensive ex- 
terior that invites confidences, insinuating man- 
ners, and extreme diplomacy and tact. It in- 
volves a full and accurate knowledge of the 
political history of the riding and the personal 
acquaintance of cvery leading man in it, whether 
he is politically influential or not. The scout 
must have the faculty of making other men talk, 
and keep talking, while he listens. Calling on a 
hardware dealer, he introduces his line. Busi- 
ness matters are discussed, and before long the 
werchant, under the skilful manipulation of the 
visitor, voluntarily introduces the question of 
national politics. A deft question or two, a po 
litely murmured doubt, a hesitating opinion, 
from the salesman—whose attitude suggests the 
slightest possible acquaintance with politics—-in- 
variably get the dealer “going.” Not realizing 
that he is laying bare his soul to a spy. and com- 
pletely captivated by his hearer’s respectful and 
sensible acquiescence in all that he is saying, the 
dealer pours out his opinions about the govern: 
ment. Every word he lets drop is caught by a 
retentive memory. If the hour is not a busy 
one—and the scout generally see: that it is not 
~~the entire staff is drawn into the discussion 
while the caller deftly keeps himself in the 
background, speaking only when the debate 
threatens to peter out before he has been able 
to sum up the situation to bis entire satisfac: 
tion, At the end of an hour or less he knows 
exactly how things stand in that particular 
store, and knows it, moreover, with an intimacy 
and accuracy which the local editor or political 
boss could not compass. 

Having finished the round of the hardware 
stores, the scout turne his attention to the 
grocers, whom he visits with an offer of a new 
brand of macaroni. Here the same process ia 
gone through, and the mild-mannered, pleasant- 
spoken, elderly gentleman ascertains how the 
grocery trede in that town or village is going 
to vote the first chance it gets, Then follow the 
drygoods stores, drug stores, and so on, until 
the entire business community has been can- 
vassed without anyone except the scout being 
wise to the fact. A nifty spark plug justifies a 
call on the garage men; a patent horseshoe opens 
the door of the village smithy where an inter- 
esting debate can always be got up at @ min- 
ute’s notice between visiting farmers.: An im- 
ported antiseptic for doctors, a tooth-filiing for 
dentists, a book on theology tor ministers, gen- 
erally paves the way for these professional gen- 
tlemen to unleash their profoundest convictions 
as to whether the country is, or is not, going to 
the dogs. 

Valuable information can also be picked up 
by the scout at the hotel dining table and on the 
poreh, and he seldom fails to extract the last 
possible grain of information from any com 
pany in which he may find bimself. He works 
with consummate skill, carefully disguising his 
real objective, and eubtiy leacing conversation 
into the desired channeia, and keeping it there. 
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When he has covered his ground thoroughly, 
the scout makes out his report, one for each 
of his Ottawa employers. Needless to say, these 
documents are caretally scrutinized by the men 
for whom they are prepared. They constitute 
the most reliable tafermation of the political 
situation in their constituencies, and not one of 
the members concerned would dream of deciding 
his future action without first absorbing and 
weighing every fact, suggesticn and insinua- 
tion conveyed to him by hie scout.
